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CROP SUMMARY FOR THE MONTH OF FEBRUARY 2011

NEW MEXICO: February began as a strong cold front moved across the state bringing several inches of snow in
the lower terrain and higher amounts in the mountains. Cold arctic air dropped temperatures below zero.
Temperatures were 15 to 20 degrees below normal. A vigorous upper level storm system moved into the state the
second week from the northwest, bringing snow and colder temperatures. Two disturbances crossed the state, the
third week, bringing wind and rain, with snow in the higher elevations of the northwest half of the state. The
month ended with temperatures above normal across most of the state. Central New Mexico saw temperatures in
the upper thirties to low forties. The southern half of the state had temperatures in the upper forties to mid fifties.
Growers were transplanting onions and ground preparation was taking place for chile.
